FOUNDING FATHERS 


The town of Middleburg was es- 
tablished as such by an act of the 
General Assembly, A. D. 1787. Lo- 
cated in the southern tip of Loudoun 
County, but a scant half mile from 
the Fauquier County border, Middle- 
burg did and does rank third in size 
fn the county. In the midst of rich 
farming lands of great beauty, the 
rojling country is becoming the hunt- 
fmg Mecca for the Atlantic seaboard, 
for nowhere, it is said, except per- 
flaps in ‘Merrie England” herself, 
ean finer hunting be had than in 
these Blue Ridge foothills where the 
reds and grays pop up from every 
covert to give the ’ounds a go! 

Having outgrown her cross-roads 
swaddling clothes, the present town 
of Middleburg was formally laid out 
on fifty acres of land, the property of 
Levin Pewell. Shortly after the turn 
of the 19th century, land for a ceme- 
tery was bought from the Powell 
heirs and here, in Sharon Cemetery, 
sleep the scions of many of Virginia’s 
first Acreage for a _ free 
school the next considergtion 
and the present school campus was 
acquired and a school was later built. 

The following excerpts from old 
records tell of the transition of Mid- 
dieburg from a settlement to the dig- 
nified status of a town:

It was not, however, until 1872 
€hat Articles of Incorporation were 
duly drawn up and Middleburg re- 
ceived her charter with L. Chancellor 
mamed first Mayor. John W. Patton 
mext wore the ermine from 1875-78 
and he in turn was followed by Dr. 
E. F. Powell whose Council was made 
up of H. T. Hucker, clerk, Dr. Wm. 
J. “Luck, treasurer, Joseph M. Davis, 
and Fleet Downs, Town Sets; George 
W. Adams, E. L. Brown, John Doyle, 
John E. Brenner, W. J. Luck and 
Burr Powell Noland. 

There is a strong flavor of Revo- 
futionary history in the names of 
Middleburg’s streets. Running east 
and west, Washington street was and 
is the main street of the town. Paral- 
Ieling this street on the south is Fed- 
eral Street with the new Belmont 
Avenue on the north. Eight streets 
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running north and south were laid 
out or planned for bearing such nam- 
es as Constitution, Madison, Picker- 
ing, Independence, Hamilton, Mar- 
shall (For the first Chief Justice), 
Liberty and Jay. 

About two decades ago, the late 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Prosser Tabb bought 
fifty acres of land from the Henry 
O’Brannon estate, directly west of 
and adjoining Middleburg and open- 
ed a suburban section which barely 
escaped being called Tabbtown, but 
finally achieved the dignified name 
of Ridge View. Here has grown up 
a fine town, housing some two hund- 
red souls. 

It would be interesting to know 
what some of the Founders would 
say about the town’s condition and 
progress, their reaction to paved 
streets, automobiles and telephones. 
They would find many of their des- 
cendants carrying on the town’s busi- 
ness, while the places of others have 
been filled by newcomers. No doubt 
they would be proud of the town they 
founded a century and a half ago.

More Of A “Brunch” Than Coffee 
For Hunters Is Advocated For 
Those With Hunt Breakfasts 


Now that cubbing has become a 
daylight sport. and the meets do not 
take place in the middle of the 
night, the hunters, when they come 
in, want more of a “brunch” than 
a breakfast consisting of just noth- 
ing and coffee. 

We have never prepared for most 
of the hunt coming back here for 
a bite that they all did not take it 
into their heads to go to some one 
else’s house, and it works the other 
way, too. They pour in here if we 
have not expected anyone. So, I 
think you have to plan meals for 
this sort of thing accordingly. By 
that I mean have several different 
“brunch arrangements’’ that can be 
cooked at a moment’s notice. Of 
course, the old stand-by is eggs, ba- 
con, toast, tea and jams. Personally 
I like this the best, but a change is 
always acceptable to the rest of my 


household, So I have written out 
the following items and thum tack- 
ed them up in the’ kitchen and 
stocked the storeroom with the 


things needed for them. 

Of course you always have to have 
coffee or tea or hot chocolate, or two 
of those or all three and toast and 
several different kinds of jams and 
marmalades. Then you change the 
main dish and you have a meal with 
an entirely new plan. 

Corned beef hash (canned) with 
a poached egg on top. 

Kippered herrings, corn cakes with 
these instead of the toast. 

Lamb stew (canned) on 
chopped parsley on top. 

Little cakes made of canned fish 
roe, garnished with crisp bacon. 
People from the North have rarely 
seen this dish, and it must be a cul- 
tivated taste as they do not like it 
as a rule.

If you have own sausage 
cakes in your meat house nothing is 
better, along with hominy or grits. 
The only with this is that 
you have to have your hominy or 
grits already boiled and poured into 
shallow pans. Then all you have to 
do is to cut it in squares and fry. 
It’s not hard to keep on hand and 
breakfast with 
maple syrup or melted brown sugar 
(hot). Finfurters, an imported, 
smoky tasting sausage, about 6 or 
8 to a can. You can get them at The 
Iron Jockey (not that I want to ad- 
vertise my shop, MUCH) and all you 
have to do is to warm them and 
serve with canned sauerkraut and 
buttered noodles. They all only take 
a few minutes. 

I always serve these breakfasts, 
buffet, and have a lazy susan in the

middle of the table with all the 
jams, butter, mustard, sugar and 
cream or any condiment that you 


think will go with the food you are 
serving on it. It is much easier for 
everyone concerned and I _ think 
looks very attractive in the middle 
of the table. You can get a set of 
covered dishes to fit almost any size 
of lazy susan for vegetables, sauces, 
and tureen in the center for soups 
or stews. Very nice for a children’s 
meal or informal supper the night 
the cook is off. 


I find that a pitcher of orange 


juice or fresh grapefruit juice or 
even tomato juice is terribly popu- 
lar with everyone at this noonish 
meal. Be sure to have the juices well 
chilled, and in a glass pitcher not a 
metal one. 

I read over my article last week 
and realized that I had neglected to 
tell where to get the file powder 
used in the Gombo_ recipe, which 
couldn’t have been dumber, as the 
file is the main thing in the whole 
works. I know it can be bought in 
New Orleans at Solari’s on Royal 
Street. When you write for it order 
some of their special drip coffee, 
Cafe du monde, it’s marvelous.
